Official Report Tells Tragedy. 

The official statement issued by the ad- 
miralty briefly announces that while the A-7 
was exercising in White Sand bay it dived to 
the bottom and failed to come to the surface 
It adds: . 

“It is believed the A-7 is lying four miles 
from Ramshead in eighteen fathoms of wa- 
ter, but is could not be located before dark.” 

Two officers, a subofficer, and eight seamen, 
engineers, and stokers made up the eleven 
men on the vessel-when it went-down.
